Edward Martin Taber was born on Staten Island, July 21st, 1863 . 

His earliest art impressions were derived, as a child, from the Euro- 
pean galleries during a long residence abroad. On his return to New 
York he spent some time in the studio of Abbott Thayer. But his 
delicate health did not allow of continuous work, and forced him to live 
away from all art instruction and art examples. 

In 1888 he went to Stowe, Vermont, where he lived — with the 
exception of one or two brief intervals — to within a few months of his 
death in September, 1S96. He saw no artists and no art but his own, 
which he developed in the solitude of the Vermont mountains. Fortu- 
nately he loved Nature as a mistress ; his note-books of what went on in 
the woods and fields and among the beasts and birds, and several little 
poems inspired by Nature, are as full of truth and light and air as his 
pictures. He was able to paint only at Stowe, and best in the almost 
Arctic winters ; consequently, nearly all of his pictures are portraits of 
scenery and natural objects in the neighborhood, many of them painted 
in the snow from a portable hut with a great window on one side, and 
warmed with a little stove. 

Mr. Taber exhibited first at the Society of American Artists in 1886 ; 
again in 1893, 1894, and 1895 at which date he became a member of the 
Society.
